Prevention of fire has become one 
of the big issues of the present time 
and in order that the people of the 
country may not forget that it is up 
to them, in a great degree, to prevent 
fires. Fire Prevention Week, is ob­ 
served throughout the country during 
a week of October. 

Fire Prevention Week, 
falls 011 October 7 to 13. 
The people

“The observance of Fire Preven­ 
tion Week each year,” said Chief 
Lynn, this morning, “is becoming in­ 
creasingly important to the welfare 
of the nation and to the city of New 
Castle. 
During fire prevention week 
last year, there were only one-tenth 
as many fires as occur in an average 
week of the year, which proves that 
the American public when aroused 
to the danger, can actually avoid fire 
loss.

needed here in New Castle, but a 
systematic avoidance of fire dangers 
throughout the entire year. 
If we 
will practice every day the lessons

Resumes Power Trust Hearing

Senate investigations have the rep­ 
utation of being very troublesome. 
The power m agnates objected to be­ 
ing pestered by one. 
They proposed 
a transfer to the trade commission, 
which, hand picked by a conservative 
adm inistration, 
was considered, by 
everybody. certain to put a prom pt 
extinguisher on anything in the least 
annoying to big business—such as a 
bothersome investigation of the pow­ 
er interests.

After à hard fight, the power folk 
won their point. 
The inquiry went to the trade body. 
It was assigned to Commissioner Ed­ 
gar A McCulloch to preside over. 
And immediately it developed into an 
inquiry about three times as severe 
as any §enate investigating com m it­ 
tee ever dream ed of.

Over 600 Persons Will Be 
Able To Use Union High 
Auditorium 


MAY BE READY BY 
SECOND SEMESTER 


O utstanding progress is being ac- 
complished by w’orkmen on the new 
six-room annex to the Union High 
school. Union township. 
W hen com­ 
pleted the new* part will provide an 
auditorium -gym nasium w’ith a seating 
capacity of more th an 600 persons 
w'hen used for program purposes; six 
ordinary classrooms, a science lecture 
room, a domestic science room, a new 
boys’ shower room and other im ­ 
provements for the Union Uudents. 
’ 
It is estim ated that construction 
work will not be completed until after 
the first of next year and th a t it will • 
not be occupied until the opening of | 
the second semester, some time dur­ 
ing January. 
According to Principal Roy F. Con­ 
way, the new* part, combined with 
the old. will accommodate a total of 
600 students in the 18 classrooms 
th a t w'ill then be available. 
* •* -- used for athletic purposes the 
auditorium -gym nasium 
will 
provide 
a fine playing floor, 60 feet by 40 feet 
around, with a two-foot boundary 
surrounding it. W hen used as an au ­ 
ditorium seats will be arranged and 
a stage 22 feet deep and with pros­ 
cenium arch of 30 feet, brought into 
service. 
All of the brick work on the struc- j 
ture has been practically completed. 
Progress is detained somew’hat by the 
placing of joists upon which the roof 
over the auditorium -gym nasium will 
rest. 
It wall be necessary to rivet 
these and as soon as this m atter is 
completed work will continue in earn­ 
est. 
The newr part of the building will 
be the regular height of the m ain 
structure when finished, while the 
wing, which will house the gym and 
auditorium will go no higher than 
the ground floor roof.

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Bert Stevenson Writes About 
Reconstruction In Porto Rico

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Another graphic description of the 
havoc wrought in Porto Rico by the 
hurricane which devastated the little 
island recently, and how the planta­ 
tion owners are carrying on against 
a ¡most insurm ountable odds, is con­ 
tained in a letter received today by 
Fred L. Rentz, president of The New 
Castle News, from Bert E Stevenson, 
a plantation owner in Porto Rico and 
a former resident of New Castle. 
Mr 
Stevenson tells of the relief 
work being done among the peons by 
the American Red Cross and other 
agencies. 
He also states that there 
is no im m inent n^ed of food in the 
island at the present time, but the 
real need is some w a y to finance the 
farm er so that hi* can recoup his loss­ 
es. 
To his letter Mr. Stevenson has 
appended an estimate of the dam age 
done to the island, compiled by him 
for the fruit growers. 
The letter and the statem ent fol­ 
low 
PORTO RICO, Sept. 26. 1928. 
Dear Fred: 
We certainly appreciate your in ter­ 
est in our personal welfare. 
It 
is 
mighty nice to have real friends think 
of you in trying tim es like these. 
We received about 30 letters in the 
last mall asking about our personal 
welfare. 
And aside from these we 
received seven cables. 
So we now 
know th a t we still have a lot of real 
friends back In the north land 
I don’t have much to add to what 
I wrote you last week excepting to 
say th a t we have been working night 
find day for the past 10 days. 
One 
never could realize how much work 
there is to do after a disaster of this 
character until he has gone through 
one. 
But we are glad to be able to 
assist 
Things are moving along about as 
well as could be* expected after a thing; 
of this kind. 
It takes a little time 1 
to get things organized. 


On the farm we are fast getting 
back to normal. 
Just this afternoon 
we had the electricity switched into 
our place 
We have about 500 peo­ 
ple depending on our well for water 
And I made a plea for w ater and 
stressed my point, 
and 
I 
got the 
power 
We are the only party th a t 
has electric power this side of Baya- 
mon, but we just had to have it We 
went after it in the right way and we 
got it. 
We have all our peons’ houses cov­ 
ered with a roof. 
W ithin a day or 
two we will again have our packing 
house under cover. 
All of our trees 
have been uprighted and thev have 
already 
began 
to 
shoot 
out 
new 
growth, 
it now begins to look like* 
springtim e up north. 
All the trees 
and shrubbery th at were deioliaged 
are now beginning to put out new’ 
growth. We have no dorm ant periods 
in Porto Rico. 
Trees, shrubbery and 
; flowers grow all the time. Our grape- 
i fruit trees have already put out a 
new growth that is really surprising. 
As I wTote you last week, there is 
no shortage of foodstuffs in Porto 
Rico. 
It is just a question of prop­ 
er distribution. 
While w'e are going 
to need food and supplies and plenty 
of it, thank the Lord Col. Baker of 
the American Red Cross is here and 
hard at wrork. 
He is a real live wire 
and already has the situation well in 
hand. 
I had the pleasure of sitting in a 
conference with the colonel yesterday 
afternoon. 
The first thing he saw 
was how politics were being injected 
into the Red Cross work under the lo­ 
cal chapters.

He has already laid the island out 
in five different districts.

the 65th Infantry of the U. S. A.. 
and through this system the proper 
distribution will prevail. 
There is bound to be a lot of suf­ 
fering, as thousands upon thousands 
are homeless.

homes in the rural districts as a rule 
are nothing but mere huts. 
They 
were miserable shacks at best, but 
they had a roof over them . 
Now 
the most of them don’t even have a 
roof. 
In driving along the road it is 
no uncommon thing to see a woman 
with two or three small children sit­ 
ting under a little lean-to th a t was 
stuck up from what was left of their 
former shack. 
These are the people th a t are going 
to suffer. 
And th at class is in the 
vast majority. But thank fortune we 
have a m an like Col. Baker here. He 
will soon get this all straightened 
out. 
The next serious question is the fi­ 
nancing of the farm er so that he may 
be able to furnish labor for the h u n ­ 
gry peon. 
That is the serious ques­ 
tion. and one th a t will have to be 
solved somehow. 
I have been working on a com m it­ 
tee th a t has been working up a state­ 
ment of the fruit industry. 
I am 
enclosing a copy which will give you 
some idea of what the fruit industry 
is up against. 
This statem ent is an 
estimate, but a farm -to-farm survey 
of the situation only brings these 
figures down to a little less than $5,- 
000.000. 
The fruit industry is the 
only industry th a t ha*s gotten out a 
statem ent of this kind as yet.

50.000 trees. 
The pineapple loss cannot be esti­ 
mated at this time. The crop expec­

The pro­ 
duction will likewise be reduced, and 
now plantings will inevitably be cur­ 
tailed for lack of slips.

! m y after which they w1l begin to 
increase again 
Just w hat causes these spots on the 
sun which seem to be deep vortLses. 
clyclonic in appearance is not clear- 
| ly understood. We know th a t the 
sun is a huge ball of glowing gass 
and th at the pressure upon the inter­ 
ior must be inconceivably great. It is 
; supposed th a t the pressure gradually 
increases, causing trem endous elec- 
| trlcal disturbances 
which 
force 
their wray to the surface rending aside 
the outer atm osphere of the sun in 
the form oi vast cyclones. The larg­ 
est of the sunspots during the past 
few? m onths has been nearly 100,000 
miles in diameter. 
It has been 
observed 
th a t our 
weather also runs in cycles corres­ 
ponding with those of the sun. The 
nearer the sunspots reach the maxi- j 
mum the more changeable becom es; 
the w eather from extreme heat to! 
cold, especially during the summer 
v hen there is likely to be excessive 
it infall such as we have experienced 
during the past two or three years. 
This may be accounted for on the j 


hypothesis 
that 
the electric 
and 
' magnetic disturbances on the sun in­ 
fluence those of the earth. It is a 
known fact that the electric forces of 
the earth have an influence upon the 
weather and there is every reason to 
i believe that the electricity of the sun 
j influences that of the 
earth 
I 
Like earth magnetism, electricity is 
1 still much of a mystery. It is one of 
the unseen forces 
of nature 
about 
which we know very little. We have 
learned to apply it, to a limited ex­ 
tent. in carrying on the work of the 
world. but as an industry It is yet in 
its infancy. The 
human 
race has 
passed through the rough and polish- 
! td stone ages, the bronze and iron 
ages, and each age in turn, has de­ 
veloped a higher plane of civilization. 
We are now Just entering the elec- 
! trie age. What it will add to the pro­ 
gress of mankind remains to be seen. 
Of course there are other condi­ 
tions that Influence the weather aside 
from sunspots. For instance scientist! 
are now predicting a very cold winter 
owing to the recent terrific volcanic 
eruptions in the Dutch West Indies 
which sent millions of tons of vol­ 
canic dust high into the upper atmos­ 
phere.
